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Some Thoughts as to Overproduction 


By W. B. BARNEY 


S a boy on a farm in Southwestern 

Wisconsin many years ago, I recall 

being confronted with this problem 
for the first time. 

My father had three or four cows. 
“This was long before the days of the 
shotgun can, the hand separator or any 
sort of a milk test. 

Our milk house was built over a fine 
spring with a flag stone floor on which 
we set the milk in earthen receptacles 
or tin pans. The water could be raised 
or lowered around these vessels by use 
of a stone at the outlet. Ihe cream was 
skimmed with a hand skimmer and the 
ehurning done in an old fashioned dash 
churn. 

It was part of my work to do the 
churning and I well remember that the 
days that I wanted to go fishing I always 
thought the butter was much Aonger 
coming than at any other time. 

The village store afforded the market 
where we received from six to nine cents per pound for 
it in trade, depending on the time of year.and other con- 
ditions. 

I remember that a little later my father was somewhat 
worried, for the reason that some of our neighbors put 
in some extra cows. He feared that on this account our 
market at the store would be over supplied and the price 
of six or nine cents lowered. I can not recall that the 
price was*materially affected. 

This was over fifty years ago, and I speak of it to bring 
out the thought that it is not a new problem. 

The price on dairy products since then has been about 
as stable as most other agricultural commodities. We 
have had and will continue to have periods of more or 
less alarm on account of overproduction. 

This was true of the late summer and early Fall 
months last year; abundant pastures on. account of large 
rainfall throughout the central west had much to do with 
the almost unheard of production. The cool weather 
during the summer helped the pastures, but cut down the 
ota of the product generally used by the Ice Cream 
ade. 

Good authorities maintain that, had last year been a 
normal year with reasonably warm summer, enough more 
butter fat would have been used for Ice Cream to have 
cut down the production of butter 43,000,000 pounds. _ If 
one cargo of this product, coming into’ the New York 
market wtih an amount hardly large enough to supply one 
meal in that city, will materially influence the market. as 
it frequently does, the above amount should have an effect 
on it if taken out of the market as it will be this year if 
we have a normal season.

As the Fall came on, we found the 
price gradually getting back, showing 
an increase; perhaps not as. great as 
some years on account of the large 
amount in storage. 

Production generally fails off during 
the fall and winter months. 

Consumption for the first nine months 
of last year, according to the report of 
the Department of Agriculture, increased 
50,000,000 pounds. It should be remem- 
bered that 18,000,000 pounds is required 
to take care of the yearly increase in 
population. The per capita consumption 
of fluid milk has increased from 40 
gallons in 1919 to 53 gallons in 1923. 

Butter from 14% pounds in 1914 to 
17%, pounds in 1924. This report in- 
dicates a substantial increase of butter 
and milk on the farm. It is. my belief 
that we will have a continuous increase 
in production of dairy products in this 
and some other countries for a consider- 
able time to come. As to caring for oversupply, much 
will depend on the amount of educational work that is 
done in the future. 


Had nothing been done in the last five years to 
educate the public as to the true value of dairy products, 
it is my belief that we would at this time be confronted 
with overproduction that would be most serious. 


Protective legislation has and will help a lot. It is 
hardly fair to ask the dairymen to sell their products in 
competition with oleo that costs about twelve cents per 
pound and always follows the price of butter up or down, 
as the case may be. The relationship between butter and 
oleo is substantially the same as between Filled Milk and 
the genuine.article Condensed Milk. Filled Milk has been 
practically eliminated in this country. Oleo has gone the 
same road in Canada and some other countries. When 
its lack of merit is as well understood as was Filled Milk, 
it is apt to and should receive the same sort of treatment 
at the hands of the Law. 

In a way it is entirely up to the industry as to whether 
we are to be hampered by overproduction or not. This is 
an age of advertising. When it is found necessary to ad- 
vertise a commodity that is in such general use as gaso- 
line, why is it not using good business judgment to take 
advantage of the great possibilities We have in exploiting 
milk and dairy products. 

Developments of the last few years are of such a 
nature that it would seem unwise not to do this. The 
newer knowledge of the nutritive value of our product 
gives us a wonderful opportunity.

organizations insofar as it can be done in those activities 
which have proven to be for the good. 

The Agricultural Bureau does not pretend to educate 
the farmer as a farmer, but it does try to impress upon 
the farmer the doing of those things that the experience 
of industry has proven will make of the farm a better 
factory. It is trying to reinforce wherever it can the 
necessity of the study of costs and the imperative neces- 
sity of better and more orderly marketing. 

There are three projects which the Bureau has at- 
tempted to aid. Recognizing the fact that the. cow test- 
ing association in a dairy state as Wisconsin is, is a 
primary requisite for success, the Bureau is attempting to 
extend this work as far as possible. One feature of the 
Cow Testing Association appeals to the manufacturer with 
great strength. Once a month the cow. testing association 
lays on the farmer’s desk a cost sheet showing the differ- 
ence between cost of feed and value of production of each 
animal. With the ultimate record, high or low, the Bureau 
as a manufacturing organization is not concerned. But, 
with the question of profit or loss, in other words with 
good factory practice, the Bureau can speak and act with 
authority. With hope of impressing this feature of the 
cow testing association upon the dairymen, the Wiscon- 
sin Manufacturers’ Association has offered a free mem- 
bership in a cow testing association unit to one dairyman 
in each county. This dairyman is supposed to test every 
cow in his herd for a period of two years, the Wisconsin 
Manufacturers’ Association paying his dues for that pe- 


consin American Cheese. 

The other is the Foreign 

Cheese Federation now in 
process of formation which will handle Wisconsin brick 
and Swiss cheese. Wisconsin produces at the present time 
80 per cent of all the foreign cheese produced in America. 
Nearly two-thirds of the brick cheese is produced in what 
is called the Watertown district, comprising a part of 
five adjoining counties. Three-fourths of the Swiss cheese 
produced in the state is produced in the Monroe district, 
a district consisting of four contiguous counties. “It is 
probable that in all America there are few better oppor- 
tunities for sound and constructive cooperative work than 
is offered in the Wisconsin foreign cheese federation. 

To the manufacturer nothing is clearer than the ad- 
vantage of selling a standardized, trade-marked product 
on a large scale. The wonderful opportunities in this 
foreign cheese federation show him at a glance the great 
benefit there is to be obtained in Federation work. It is 
an old saying that no one is so competent to advise the 
farmer as one who has never farmed. In spite of. the 
truth that hides behind this sarcasm, it is also true that 
what is sound business practice in one operation is sound 
business practice in another. The manufacturer has 
learned through years of struggle and bitter experience 
that two things are essential—products must be pro- 
duced as cheaply’as possible and the marketing of this 
product must be controlled to as great an extent as pos- 
sible by the one who profits or. loses by the price of the 
product—and that is the producer. 

Of farming operation the man in industry knows

OTICE is hereby given to owners of Holstein-Friesian 
N cattle making official tests that the official testing 
year 1924-25 closes’ on. Tuesday, March 3lst, and 
that entries to the 36th volume of the Advanced Register 
Book (Blue Book) close on the same day, All certified 
reports of official tests, with these closing not later than 
March 31st that may be received in the Advanced Registry 
office during the first week of April will be accepted, pro- 
vided the reports reach this office complete in all re- 
spects. It should be remembered that until the yearly 
testing fee of $2.00 is paid by the owner, no report of 
official test can have any standing in the Advanced Regis- 
try office. Breeders should ' also remember that many 
state agricultural colleges hold up reports of tests. for 
the conduct of which bills remain unpaid, and should act 
promptly in the making of payments in order that the 
reports of tests may be included in the 36th volume of 
the Advanced Register Year Book. To be complete any 
report of test must come through the hands of the state 
in which the test is made and must be properly certified 
by the Superintendent of Official testing in that state. 
Owners with cows on long-time test that complete their 
tests during the month of March should send final monthly 
milk reports as fast as the cows close their tests, seeing 
to it that the colleges are asked to forward the certified 
reports of monthly official test periods, so that those 
reports may also reach this office before the close of the 
month. No cow in the ten-months division can be re- 
garded as completing her test until such time as she has 
freshened; and it will not be necessary to hasten the re- 
ports of cows completing the 305-day period where those 
cows do not freshen prior to April 1st. Since at the close 
of the testing year the whole force of clerks handling long- 
time tests is employed in the closing up of the tests that 
are completed during the testing year, the reporting of the 
January credits will have to be postponed until such time 
as these closing cows have been taken care of; and the 
reporting of the January and February credits will be 
taken up as soon after the close of the testing year as 
possible.

Much Ado 


Tei city press of the Southern States is much exer- 


cised over the legislation now pending in several 

Western States to put a special tax on butter sub- 
stitutes. This feeling is being fostered by the interests 
of margarine manufacturers for obvious purposes. 

The antagonism of the cotton producing states is evi- 
dently. based upon a misapprehension and misunderstand- 
ing of facts. Figures show that the dairy industry means 
far more to the cotton producers than does the margarine 












industry. The gradual change in the oleomargarine indus. 
try from cotton seed oil to cocoanut oil is wiping out the 
last vestige of reason forstrouble or ill-feeling between 
the cotton producers and the dairy industry. Less than 
2 per cent of the cotton seed oil produced is used in the 
manufacture of oleomargarine, according to the best 
available figures. On the other hand, the cattle industry 
is this year using one-half of all the oif meal and oil 
cake produced by the cotton industry. The purchase of 
cotton seed meal for feeding our dairy cattle runs well 
tow4rds $35,000,000, while the value of cotton seed oj 
used in the manufacture of oleomargarine during the 
same period will amount to a little over $2,000,000. 

It is evident, therefore, that the real issue lies between 
the American farmer who produces dairy and animals fats 
and cotton and peanut oils on the one side as againgt 
the producers of imported cocoanut oil and other tropical 
and coolie-labor products, 

Analysis of the figures make it very evident that the 
margarine manufacturers are attempting to becloud the 
real issue, which is the unfair competition of the imported 
tropical oils, by arousing the cotton producing states and 
trying to get them to pull the margarine manufacturers’ 
chestnuts out of the fire. We believe the Southern States 
will feel differently about it when the real facts’ are 
clearly understood.

John Luther Nicholson 


The death of John Luther Nicholson on March 23, 
brings to a close one of the most interesting and active 
careers Of prominent men in recent years. Mr. Nichol- 
son was born in Néw York, June 25, 1875. He came to 
Chicago at the time the first elevated railroad started 
operation and assisted his father who was Master Me- 
chanic of this road at that time. In October 1895 he en- 
tered the service of the Chicago & North Western Railway 
as locomotive fireman on the Wisconsin Division. He was 
promoted to engineer in July 1902, and was made Assist- 
ant Road Foreman of Engines, Wisconsin Division in 
1903, remaining in this position until he left the service 
of the railroad in April 1905, when he entered the service 
of the American Locomotive Equipment Company to 
handle the sale of the Hollow-Arch for locomotives of 
which he was one of the inventors. In 1910 he entered 
the service of the American Arch Company, successor to 
the American Locomotive Equipment Company, and later 
started into business for himself handling locomotive 
appliances of which he was the inventor. 

In 1918, he perfected the invention known as the Ther- 
mic Syphon, and organized the Locomotive Fire Box Com- 
pany to manufacture and sell this important patent. He 
was President of the Locomotive Fire Box Company, and 
and outstanding character in the railway supply field, 
possessing the unusual ability of the inventor and good 
business man. 

' He established Nicholside Farms, in 1921, which is to- 
day one of the show places of Lake County, with its herd

of eighty head of purebred Holsteins. Mr. Nicholson was 
Treasurer and Chairman of the Finance Committee of the 
Illinois Holstein-Friesian Association, and was a leader 
in the activities of the Association. He had a lovable per- 
sonalty that made friends for him wherever he went. His 
qualities of leadership and executive ability would have 











meant much to the Holstein industry during the coming 
years. His untimely death is not only a sad blow to his 
many personal and business friends, but is a distinct loss 
to the Holstein-Friesian interests that were so close to 
his heart. He is survived by his widow, his father and 
mother, and his son, James E. Nicholson, who is in charge 
ot Nicholside Farms. 


Wisconsin’s Herd Improvement Record 


EFERENCE has been made previously in these 
R columns to the plan for herd testing that is being 

worked out in Wisconsin and several other states 
and which in substantially the same form is being given 
serious consideration by the Ayrshire Breeders Associa- 
tion. The plan, which is outlined in some detail in the 
feature section of this issue, seems to provide a better 
and more reliable test than the ordinary cow testing 
association record, surrounding it with enough supervision 
to give it a somewhat official character, while at the same 
time keeping the cost within reach of the practical dairy- 
man. It places emphasis upon the entire herd rather than 
upon individuals. This plan is sound in principle and if 
it works out as well as it now gives promise of doing, we 
believe the Holstein-Friesian Association of America will 
want to give very careful consideration the idea of bring- 
ing a similar plan into its testing classifications. The 
suggestion has been offered that it might be given con- 
sideration as a logical development for our Class C, or 
twice-a-day milking class. It is worthy of study along 
that line.

HOLLYWOOD HEIFER BREAKS 
STATE RECORD 


Washington’s highest records . for 
butter production are falling in rapid 
succession this winter. The latest to 
be established is that made recently 


by Hollywood Pauline Segis, a pure- 
bred Holstein in the herd of the F, 
S. Stimson Company at Hollywood. 
This cow is now the state champion 
Holstein senior four-year-old for pro- 
duction in 305 consecutive days with 
a record of 17,478.2 pounds milk and 
664.74 pounds butter—equal to 830.9 
pounds butter, according to the ad- 
vanced registry department of 
The Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. This record displaces that 
made by her half sister, Hollywood 
Segis Korndyke, a few weeks pre- 
viously. Both are daughters of Judge 
Segis. 

Usual dairy farm conditions pre- 
vailed in the feed and care received 
by the new champion. All milking 
cows in the Stimson herd are given 
the same attention, regardless “of 
whether they are on test or not. The 
grain mixture consisted of wheat 
bran, ground oats, ground barley and 
oil meal, which was fed at the rate 
of one pound grain to three pounds 
of milk produced. Hollywood Pauline 
Segis never received more than 20 
pounds of grain a day, regardless of 
her production. In addition, she re- 
ceiv-d corn silage, beets and clover 
and alfalfa hay.. During the growing 
season the only feed cows on this 
farm receive is pasture grass. Grain 


_ feeding is started about August 15th 


when pastures begin to get scanty.—

CHAMPION 


The world’s champion junior four- 
ear-old cow for the production of 
milk in both seven-and 30-day test pe- 
riods is the purebred Holstein, Lilith 
Segis Inka De Kol Johan, of the J. E. 
Post herd at Durand, Michigan. Ac- 
cording to the advanced registry de- 
tment of The Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America, this cow com- 
pleted a seven-day test recently with 
a record of 862.6 lbs. milk and 29.23 
Ibs. butter, which she increased to 3,- 
435 Ibs. milk and 114.03 lbs. butter at 
the end of 30 days. Both records were 
made under the daily supervision of 
the Michigan Agricultural College, 
and as a consequence of them, “Lil- 
ith” displaces Fayne Aaggie Henger- 
veld Pontiac, owned by W. W. Moun- 
tain of Flint, Michigan, in the seven- 
day class, and Bess Finderne Mooie 
Fayne, of the F. F. Field herd at 
Brockton, Mass., for milk production 
in 30 days. : 
The new champion is of medium 
size, weighing about 1,400 lbs. During 
her test period she consumed daily 30 
pounds of a grain ration made up of 
26 pounds Larro and four pounds cot- 
tonseed meal, with hay and 32 quarts 
beet pulp measured while dry. Of 
this pulp, 20 quarts were fed wet. 
“Lilith” comes from a family of 
high producers. Her dam is Johan 
Segis Inka, who is a granddaughter of 
Hengerveld De Kol, considered by 
many authorities to be the foremost 
sire of the Holstein breed for the 
transmission of both type and pro- 
duction. Her sire, Bmblagaard~ Lil- 
ith Champion, is a grandson of Colan- 
than 4th’s Johanna, the first cow of 
any breed to produce over 1,200 Ibs. 
of butter in one year.

The sire of Princess is Paul Fobes 
Butter King 251010, senior sire in 
the Purdue herd. He is a bull of 
good type having been first prize 
two-year-old at the Indiana State Fair 
in 1920 and second prize aged bull 
as a three-year-old in 1921 at the 
same fair. He was sired by Canary 
Paul Fobes Homestead 65751 and is 
therefore, a brother to Iowana Sir 
Ollie, Grand Champion at the Na- 
tional Dairy Show in 1919.

ERADICATING TUBERCULOSIS 
ON AREA SCALE GAINS FAVOR 


Eradicating bovine tuberculosis not 
only from individual herds but also 
from entire counties, is gaining favor 
among livestock owners, according to 
a recent announcement of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, United States De- 


partment of Agriculture. The county-. 


wide plan is known as “area work.” 
On January’ 1 of this year, approxi- 
mately 485 counties in the United 
States were engaged in some form of 
area work. Of these, 55 counties had 
reduced the extent) of infection to 
less than half of 1 per cent, and are 
officially designated as modified ac- 
credited areas. One hundred others 
had completed one or more tests of 
all the cattle within their borders 
and were approaching the disease- 
free goal. 

These 485 counties constitute about 
16 per cent of the total number of 
counties in the country and contain 
nearly eleven million cattle. The 
activity is going on in all portions of 
the country. Following the suppres- 
sion of foot-and-mouth disease in 
California, that State, along with the 
others, is now showing renewed ac- 
tivity in banishing tuberculosis. 

The cattle in Freeborn County, 
Minn., were tested under severe 
difficulties because of below-zero 
weather. Forty-two veterinarians 
started work December 8, using teams 
instead of automobiles.. They tested 
more than 59,000 cattle on 900 farms, 
finding about 3,100 reactors. Federal 
officials have classed this activity as 
“a good piece of work.”

NEW JERSEY CALF CLUB MEM- 
BER DEVELOPS 29-LB. HEIFER 


“Here’s something that will interest 
you, Junior Editor,” said Editor Pres- 
cott one morning last week, as he 
handed me a letter and a very attrac- 
tive photograph. I looked it over and 
said (probably I shouted), “Gee 
Whiz!”—for the letter reported that 
William Campbell of New Jersey had 
made a 29-lb.. record on his prize win- 
ning heifer! 

The letter was from E. J. Perry, 
Specialist in Dairy Husbandry at New 
Brunswick, N. J., and enclosed was a 
copy of the write-up which appeared 
in the Trenton Evening Times. By 
the way, New Jersey Calf Club boys 
and girls, Prof. Perry doesn’t let 
much of your doin’s get by him—we 
hear from him real often about you. 
The photograph shows William, his 
heifer and her bull calf—and best 
of all, Juniors, the Editor has prom- 
ised to use it on the front cover of 
The World, very, very soon! 

William’s three-year-old heifer, 
Hedgemere Korndyke Pietertje 
742705, produced in 7 days 29.03 Ibs. 
butter and 573 Ibs. of milk on official 
test. By this performance, Hedgemere 
Korndyke Pietertje becomes the high- 
est record Calf Club animal in New 
Jersey and the second highest, to the 
best of our information, in the United 
States. So far as we know, her rec- 
ord of 29.03 lbs. has been exceeded 
only once and then by the great pro- 
ducer, Jeanie Veeman of Sunnyside, 
who made over 32 lbs. in 7 days un- 
der the care and ownership of Earl 
Ahmann of Kern County, California. 
While on test, Hedgemere Korndyke 
Pietertje consumed daily 20 Ibs. of 
grain, plus one-half pound of linseed 
meal at each feeding, making a total 
of 22 lbs. of grain. In addition to 
this, she consumed 120 lbs. beets a 
day and had three varieties of the 
best possible hay, including alfalfa, 
clover and mixed hay Gradually the 
feed was increased until near the end 
of the test the cow was receiving 24 
Ibs. of grain a day plus three-quarters

of a pound of linseed meal at each 
feeding, making a total of 27 Ibs. of 
grain. 

Hedgemere’s highest day’s milking 
was 84.3 lbs., while the highest fat, 
made on the same day, was 3.52 Ibs. 


Considering that this record was 
made by a young man with no experi- 
ence in feeding for official testing, ex. 
perts are agreed that this good heifer 
is one of the outstanding Holsteins in 
New Jersey and, no doubt, in the 
hands of an experienced. feeder, would 
have exceeded her present official 
record easily and have gone on rec- 
ord as a 30-lb. three-year-old or bet- 
ter. William expects to continue to 
milk her four times a day for 30 days 
and then three times daily gradually, 
as her milk decreases, putting her on 
twice-a-day milking. 

Hedgemere Korndyke Pietertje was 
born -September 20, 1921, being sired 
by King Pietertje Hengerveld Fayne, 
a grandson of the famous King of 
the Pontiacs. His dam has a record 
as a four-year-old of 26.94 lbs. in 7 
days, 106.963 lbs. in 30 days. The dam 
of Hedgemere Korndyke Pietertje is 
Spruce Hurst Silk Korndyke, who has 
a record of just over 17 Ibs., sired by 
Sir Johanna Lady Korndyke, who has 
a long list’ of record daughters. 

William, who is 17 years old, man- 
aged and fed the heifer throughout 
her 7-day official test period. Hedge- 
mere Korndyke Pietertje last year, 
produced 11,000 lbs. of milk as a two- 
year-old and made a net income 
through prize money, sale of first calf 
and income over feed cost of $492 up 
to the end of her first lactation pe- 
riod. This is believed to be a United 
States record in net income made 
by any Calf Club heifer during her 
two-year-old milking period. 


It will be remembered that the the 
1924 Trenton Tri-State Fair Calf Club 
Show, William Campbell was an out- 
standing winner in both the Calf Club 
and open classes. His winnings in- 
cluded a prize of $100 for the best 
milking heifer and calf—and _ there 
was good strong competition here, 
too; first in the two-year-old class and 
senior champion with Hedgemere 
Korndyke Pietertje and second in the 
junior bull calf class with a son of 
Hedgemere Korndyke Pietertje, win- 
ning fifth in the junior bull calf class 
and third in the two-year-old class 
with his heifer in the open competi- 
tion. William later sold the bull for 
$125. 

William is a member of the Mer- 
cer County Calf. Club, which is fortu- 
nate in having Joseph B. Turpin for 
County Club Agent.’ William’s ac- 
complishments in Calf Club work 
should put pep and enthusiasm into 
every Calf Club member in the coun- 
try as they try to go out for. the 
same honors and success. Three 
cheers for William Campbell!

American Institute of Cooperation to 
Hold First Session at U. of P. 


Washington, D. C.—The first ses- 
sion of the American Institute of Co- 
operation will be held at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, Philadelphia, 
July 20 to August 15. This announce- 
ment was made recently following a 
meeting of the trustees of the In- 
stitute, at which arrangement were 
confirmed for the four weeks con- 
ferences and courses to be located at 
this University. 

The trustees of the Institute an- 
‘nounced that arrangements have been 
made whereby cooperative authorities 
of international reputation will be 
brought to this country to lecture 
upon the experience of European co- 
operators. 

“This is the first institute of its 
kind to be established in the western 
hemisphere,” said Secretary Charles 
W. Holman in making the announce- 
ment. “The American Institute of 
Cooperation is incorporated as an edu- 
cational enterprise. Its participating 
organizations at the present time 
number sixteen great groups of gen- 
eral farm organizations, cooperative 
organizations and associations of 
state marketing officials and edu- 
cators. 

“A fusion of those interests for 
purely educational purposes, together 
with the active cooperation of the 
U. §. Department of Agriculture, 
makes this the most remarkable ex- 
ample in the United States of farm 
groups working together. A staff of” 
between 60 and 70 instructors and 
lecturers will be engaged for. the 





courses, and special round table dis- 
cussions of specific commodity mar- 
keting problems will be features of 
the work. Active leaders and work- 
ers in cooperative organizations are 
expected to enroll from the 48 states 
and a number of provinces in Can- 
ada. While the summer sessions will 
be conducted as a combination of a 
school and a conference, a number 
of sessions will be open to the gen- 
eral public.” 


The trustees announce that the In- 
stitute will be a source from which 


* members, employees and officers of 


cooperative marketing organizations, 
teachers of marketing in Universities 
and Colleges, public marketing offi- 


. cials and private and public research 


workers wll be able to secure train- 
ing. Practical experience and knowl- 
edge will be pooled for mutual bene- 
fit and the advancement of sound 
cooperation. 

The Institute will serve to clarify 
thought concerning the real goals of 
cooperative endeavor; to analyze the 
experience thus far accumulated and 
to develop leaders and workers who 
can effectively serve the future needs 
of the movement. 

The whole spirit in which the In- 
stitute is conceived is that of the so- 
cial and economic welfare of the na- 
tion. 


The topics for study have been de- 
veloped with the four weeks’ session 
in mind. They are so planned that 
students who cannot attend the full

She qualified for this champion- 
ship record by giving birth to a liv- 
ing calf carried 175 days of the test 
period. On continuing her test she 
finished the year with 19,313.6 Ibs. 
milk and 873.3 Ibs. butter which is 
also ‘now the highest record of the 
state for cows of her age, according 
to the advanced registry department 
of The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America. 
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That the new champion comes by 
her productive ability naturally is in- 
dicated by the records made by her 
dam, Winterthur Vernon Burke Luna, 
who is Delaware’s leading senior four- 
year-old cow for butter production in 
one year and in seven days with rec- 
ords of 1,195.8 lbs. and 31.87 lbs., re- 
spectively. 

The daily grain ration received by 
“Bluna” during her test consists of 
16 lbs. of a mixture of 300 lbs. bran, 
300 Ibs. ground oats, 100 Ibs. corn dis- 
tillers’ grains, 100 lbs. oil meal, 100 
Ibs. gluten and 100 lbs.—hominy. In 
addition, she received about six Ibs. 
beet pulp daily and during the winter 
months, about 40 lbs. a day of man- 
gels. For roughage during the win- 


ter she received about 10 Ibs. hay 


daily, In summer she had the run 
of a small pasture between milkings 
and was fed soiling crops, principally 
soy beans and ground alfalfa. She 
was kept in a box stall almost the 
entire year.

Foot-and-mouth disease, the dread 
animal plague that made an appear- 
ance last year in. the United States 
and was controlled after prompt use 
of the radical but effective American 
methods of control, forms the theme 
for a new motion picture that has 
been released by the United States 
Department of Agriculture under the 
title, “Suppressing Foot-and-Mouth 
Disease.” 

The film contains many scenes that

when the malady spread through 23 
States before it was finally brought 
under control. Most of the other 
scenes were photographed in 1924 in 
California.

ing stricken animals, the strict meth- 


ods of quarantine, the thorough care 


that is taken by State and Federal in- / 


spectors to prevent the spread of the 
malady, and the release of infected 
farms after thorough disinfection and 
60 days of waiting for reappearance 
of signs of the disease. 

The pieture brings out the wide. 
spread” distribution and epidemic 
character of the disease in other 
parts of the world, and makes the 
promise, “With your heip, State anq 
Federal officials will keep this coyn. 
try free from foot-and-mouth diggase 
and prevent. here the enormous 
losses -which other countries suffer.” 

“Suppressing Foot-and-Mouth Djs. 
ease,” which is a contribution from 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, is two 
reels in length. It will be circulated 
through the film-distribution system 
of the Department of Agriculture and 
the cooperating State institutions. 
Copies may be borrowed for short 
periods, the only cost being the pay. 
ment of transportation charges both 
ways, or may be bought at the manu- 
facturing charge by authorized per- 
sons and institutions.

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CONCERNING COLORS THAT BAR 
REGISTRY 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

Last spring my best foundation 
heifer dropped a. calf by a good bull 
with black extending from one hoof 
to above the knee. I recognized at 
once that, according to Article IV, 
Sect. 6 (a) of the By-Laws of our As- 
sociation as amended June 6, 1923, 
this calf could not be registered. To 
make sure, I sent an accurate sketch 
and description of the leg in ques- 
tion to the Secretary. I was neither 
surprised nor resentful when I re- 
ceived notice that this calf could not 
be registered. This was true, even 
though the rejection of a cali— 
whose dam made an A. R. O. record 
of 18.3 lbs. butter and 475.8 lbs. milk 
in 7 days and promises after the 
eleyenth month to’make a C. T. A. 
record of 16,000. lbs. milk in a year as 
a junior two-year-old—means a con- 
siderable loss to a poor man just 
beginning with Holsteins in a period 
of depression. 

But I cannot help wondering how 
that By-Law functions, when I see a 
prominent animal in the show ring 
at The Bastern States Exposition with« 
black extending unmistakably from 
hoof to knee. Then again I noticed 
in the “Picture Gallery” of the Feb- 
ruary 28th issue of The World an ani- 
mal which, from.the view given in 
the picture, appears to have the mark- 
ing which bars registration under this 
same rule. 

Perhaps the By-Laws were differ- 
ent in this respect before 1923. I am 
not familiar with those existing -be- 
fore that time. 
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It seems to me that the rules eyen 
of 1924 regarding black on the legs 
too frequently bar good animals og 
our breed from registration. fg we 
are to have such rules they shoulq 
work equitably for all, year after year 

It hardly seems right to bar regis. 
tration of an animal capable of pro- 
ducing 32,217 lbs. of milk and 1,249 
Ibs. of butter and whose ancestors 
have been registered for Seneration 
after generation. Can’t we abolish 
this rule?

Editor’s Note: The purpose of the 
particular part of the rule regarding goj- 
ors that bar registry, to which Mr, Hurt. 
burt refers is to get away from mark- 
ings that are recognized as typical of 
grade breeding. f our records of reg- 
istration and production are to mean 
anything, they must have the confidence 
of the public and to retain that conf- 
dence, it is necessary to have a goog 
many rules that are hardships and jp. 
convenient for our breeders many times 
merely because they are necessary ag a 
curb upon the activities of the very 
small percentage of the unscrupulous and 
dishonest men connected with the indus. 
try. 

Mr.- Hurlburt is perfectly right, how- 
ever, in his statement that such rules 
should work equitably for all. We are 
unable to explain how the animal shown 
at the Eastern States Exposition, to 
which he refers, and which we also ob- 
served, ever came to be permitted to 
registration. Prior to June, 1922, the 
By-Laws of this particular rule referred 
to “blank on leg commencing at hoof 
and extending to or above the knee,” and 
this was construed to admit registration 
of animals having but one leg containing 
such marking. This construction may 
account for the registration of the ani- 
mal appearing in our February 28 issue 
in the Picture Gallery, to which he re- 
fers and “also, perhaps, to the heifer 
shown at Springfield.

nothing. In the operation of mer- 
chandising and manufacturing, how- 
ever, the American industrialist has 
led the world. The success has de- 
pended upon two things—low costs in 
production and an excellent sales 
plan. American industry has come to 
where it is through its policy of sell- 
ing standardized, quality goods in an 
orderly way upon the market which 
the industrialist himself controlled, 
at least in part. If this policy could 
be applied to agriculture it would 
revolutionize the industry. What the 
Wisconsin manufacturer has learnea 
of those sound principles he is will- 
ing to impart to his fellow producer, 
the farmer. Heretofore there has 
been no concerted effort on the part 
of the manufacturer to impart, nor 
on the part of the farmer to receive 
this liberal education. It is to the 
credit of the industry of Wisconsin, 
one of the greatest agricultural 
states, that it is the first to make this 
effort to bring about this cooperation. 


Herd Improvement Records 


Reference has been made to the 
Wisconsin Herd Improvement Record 
Plan. This idea was. originally 
worked out and sponsored by _ the 
Agricultural Bureau of the Wisconsin 
Manufacturer’s Association. and it 
bears the approval of the State Uni- 
versity authorities and the State 
Jersey and Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tions. The following outline of this 
plan was submitted to us by Director 
Riordan. _ We believe our readers 
will find the details of the plan ana 
Mr. Riordan’s comments of interest. 


.“This plan, as we formulated it, was 

to be a middle ground ,plan - between 
the cow testing association and offi- 
cial work. It is modeled after the cow 
testing association plan, is a little 
more expensive than it, and is much 
less expensive than the official work. 
We are trying to organize Pure Bred 
Units of any breed, mixed herds to be 
accepted, with the same number of 
herds in the unit that is now accepted 
in cow testing work. The tester is to 
be appointed by Roy T. Harris, chief 
of A. R. O. work in Wisconsin. He 
is to visit the herd in the same 
manner that the cow tester visits it. 
Whenever, in Harris’ judgment it is 
necessary or advisable. a _ surprise 
check tester will visit the herd and 
make a check test.: We are going to 
use this surprise check tester in 
place of a preliminary milking. All 
registration papers of the Pure Breds 
in the herd are to be forwarded to 
Harris’ office before the test begins. 
This one tester will handle up to 
thirty cows in a herd. The cost of 
this record ‘will be $50.00 per herd 
per year. 


“Records will be kept in Harris’ 
office. The herd records will be 
figures on the basis of full aged cows. 
Harris’ office will record and keep 
the names of those herds that have 
made an average of 300 Ibs. per year 
or better, and of cows that have 
made 400 Ibs. per year or better. 
Medals will be given to 300-lb. herds.

Suggested Plan for Group Testing of 

Pure Bred Dairy Cows Made in 
Regularly Organized Pure Bred 
Dairy Cattle Herd Improve. 
ment Record Associations 

Brief Outline: 

1. Every Animal of milking age in 
herd on test. 

2. No cows milked more than three 
times daily except in case of 
udder trouble or cows on official 
test. 

3. List filed showing name, H. B 
number, date of birth, and name 
& number of sire and dam, of 
every animal in herd and number, 
or other designation, under which 
it will be tested if it is or wi 
be in milk. 

4. Membership and all other fees 
paid direct to Official Testing 
Office, College of Agriculture. 
Tester employed by Superintend.- 
ent of Official Testing, College of 
Agriculture, and responsible to 
that officer when engaged in H. I. 
R. work. His service in such con- 
nection paid for through Official 
Testing Office. 


5.. Retest requirements. If any in- 
dividual in herd milked twice a 
day shows production of 2.50 Ibs. 
fat per day or any milked more 
than twice a day 2.75 Ibs. fat per 
day, or if the herd in milk aver- 
ages over 1.50 Ibs. fat per day, the 
whole herd is to be retested at 
expense of the owner. Surprise 
retests and inspections in all 
herds by special check tester on 
order of superintendent at ex- 
pense of supervising body. 

6. Recognition of herds averaging 
over 300 lbs. fat in 12 months and 
of individual cows producing over 
400 lbs. fat in a like period. Rec- 
ords computed to full age form 
using approved table for determin- 
ing equivalent productions. 


7. Cost is expected to be about $50 
per year per herd of not to exceed 
30 cows. 

8. Breeders of purebred dairy cattle 
who are members of regularly or- 
ganized cow testing associations 
may enter the H. I. R. work on the 
same conditions and with the 
same privileges by paying for the 
extra supervision. and submitting 
their herds to retests and insvec- 
tions provided for in the H. I. R. 
rules.

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LEAGUE CANCELLATIONS SMALL 





Many New Applications for Contracts 
Received by Association 


The Dairymen’s League Cooperative 
Association, Inc., announces a total 
of 1851 cancellations received during 
the recent withdrawal period, Febru- 
ary 12 to 28, inclusive. This figure 
represents the cancellation notices 
received from active members and is 
considerably less than the cancella- 
tions a year ago. The approximate 
total number of inactive contracts 
cancelled, that is, dairymen who have 
discontinued farming or dairying, is 
reported as 1744. In addition to these 
figures, the association for the first 
time in its history sent cancellation 
notices to 674 members in accordance 
with provisions in the League con- 
tract by which either contracting 
party may exercise the right to can- 
cel during the cancellation period. 

These cancellations take effect 
April Ist next. Prior to this time any 
dairyman may ask the association to 
reconsider. his notice of withdrawal. 

During the month of February, ac- 
cording to the League report, 290 
new contracts were received at the 
central office, nearly all of which 
were sent in by producers delivering 
to the fluid and cream markets. In 
addition to this number 167 new con- 
tracts were received and accepted 
during the first five days in March. 
Officials of the organization point out 
that the best possible indication of 
the favorable situation in which the 
League now finds itself in regard to 
its markets, is that new contracts re- 
ceived since February Ist total prac- 
tically one-fourth of the total number 
of cancellations received during the 
annual two weeks withdrawal! period.

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The need for improving live stock 
in this country is brought to the fore 
in a recent publication of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
Miscellaneous Circular 33, Some 
Tested Methods of Livestock Im- 
provement, by D. S. Burch of the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry. The cir- 
cular says that this need is apparent 
on almost every hand, and sets out to 
help meet this need by outuning vari- 
ous methods for bringing about more 
widespread use of superior breeding 
animals. 

Among the methods described as 
having been useful in bringing about 
improvement are the Better Sires— 
Better Stock plan, boys’ and girls’ 
clubs, demonstrations, exhibits, scrub 
sire trials, breeders’ associations, 
eow-testing associations, cooperative 
pull associations, stallion registry, 
Government horse breeding activities, 
ton-litter contest, thousand-pound 
calf clubs, ram rings, poultry improve- 
ment activities and legislation. Con- 
siderable detail is given in the cir- 
cular concernng the ways these vari- 
ous methods have been used and some 
of the results which have been ob- 
tained. 

In a foreword to the circular, Dr. 
John R. Mohler, chief of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, says, “The wide- 
spread use of inferior male breeding 
animals has been for many years a 
cause of low production per animal. 
and of needlessly poor quality. The 
continuance of such conditions is un- 
economical and unnecessary. The di- 
rect and practical means of improve- 
ment is to use breeding animals, es- 
pecially sires, which are true repre- 
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sentatives of breeds developed for a 
definite, useful purpose. 


“Livestock improvement,” he says, 
“has proved very popular, not only 
with those who produce the animals, 
but with those who help to market 
them and those who use their prod- 
ucts. Indeed, it has become a Na- 
tional movement. It adds to the pros- 
perity of the entire community and 
increases the palatibility of our meats. 
A sound method that is capable of 
increasing the returns of farmers in 
a single county by $100,000 needs but 
a fair trial.

Every Monday 
will be “Hog Day” in charge of John 
M. Evvard. Tuesday is set as “Poul- 
try Day” under the direction of Pro- 
fessor A. G. Phillips of Purdue. Every 
Wednesday short talks on dairying 
will be sent over the air lines. Dr. 
C. H. Eckles, Professor Kildee, Pro- 
fessor Oscar Eff, Professor O. E. 
Reed, Professor O. E. Hunzeker and 
Hugh G. VanPelt will cover dairying 
from A. to Z. Thursday will be known 
as “Legume Day”—with talks on 
alfalfa and soybeans by Professor W.

In the 
state have been developed some herds 
of more than ordinary excellence, rec- 
ords having been made that have 
surpassed those made in other states 
in the herds of those who have, for 
years, been regarded as real cow-men.

engage extensively in the raising of 
fruit, apples in-particular. Then it 
did not seem that the day would soon 
come when the two lines would come 
in conflict.

A report just issued by the United 
States Department of Agriculture on 
the progress of the better sires— 
better stock campaign for the im- 
provement of domestic animals states 
briefly why purebred animals excel 
other kinds. The information is 
based on the average experience of 
hundreds of stock owners who have 
been in a position to make compari- 
sons. It thus points to the results 
which other farmers who are con- 
sidering the improvement of their 
livestock may.expect from purebred 
sires and also from the combined use 
of purebred sires and purebred dams.

Knight’s letter to Mr. Kimmel: 

“The bull you have so kindly fo 
nated to our budding Agricultural 
School ifi the Sudan has put in his ap. 
pearance along with the heifer the 
Dairy Department gave us. The pair 
almost caused a sensation. No one 
here had ever seen such cattle before. 
The boys just hugged them and felt 
them all over and then stood back 
and declared they were not cows. 
They had never seen any like these 
and that was reason enough. These, 
of course, are the first Holsteins to be 
brought into the Sudan. A couple of 
Shorthorns were imported by the Goy- 
ernment but they did not live long and 
their descendants are almost all to- 
gether confined to the Government 
herd. 

“The ‘City of Benares’ on which the 
cattle were shipped, docked in Port 
Sudan on the morning of Dec. 9th and 
the crates were swung by the dock 
crane into R. R. freight cars and the 
cattle came in their crates directly 
to Khartum. They arrived here on 
the 13th but for all their journey and 
close quarters they were in exellot 
shape and fine health. Each was 


‘quite gay when first taken out but as 


soon as they were put into the stable 
they began to chew the cud and act 
quite contented. They are still in 
good flesh and their bowels are in 
good shape. Only some stains on the 
hind quarters gave any indication of 
what they had been through. The 
bull while well enough seemed some 
what tired. 

“I am immensely pleased with them 
and I cannot say enough to thank you 
for the generous. contribution you 
have made to our work. The bull 
when grown will certainly be a fine 
fellow. He came through his long trip 
with a big paunch on him. This ought 
to show up to advantage always. I 
am at a loss regarding his age but I 
take from what Olmstead said that 
he is now a yearling. I am expecting 
great things from him in cross breed- 
ing work and in building up a family 
of Holsteins here. Few bulls certain- 
ly have had the opportunity he will . 
have of seeing increase of production 
by his daughters over their dams. For 
he will be bred on cows that give 
from ten to fifteen Ibs. of milk per 
dav. It will be interesting to wateh 
the results. ;

It just gets cool enough in 
water to be good growing weather for 
alfalfa, etc. For forage we have al- 
falfa, Sudan grass, peanut vines and 
oa or sorghum fodder.

I think 
they will be mostly stall fed. Fer 
in we have Feterita and better 
sorghums, barley, corn, wheat bran 
and a kind of oil cake.”

REGISTERED DAIRY SIRES ON 
INCREASE IN INDIANA 


R. D. CANAN 


The annual reports just received 
from 76 of the county agricultural 
agents indicate that no less than 751 
scrub and grade dairy sires in Indiana 
have been replaced with registered 
dairy sires during the past year. This 
replacement compares very favorably 
with the report a year ago, when 80 
counties reported 464 registered dairy 
sires replacing an equal number of 
scrub or grade sires. 

This increase of 62 per cent in the 
number of scrub sires replaced in 1924 
in comparison with the number re- 
placed in 1923 is due to several con- 
ditions. First of all the marked in- 
erease in the number of Cow Testing 
Associations has brought about a 
truer knowledge of the productive 
ability of a great many of Indiana’s 
dairy cows and as a result more of 
the dairymen are appreciating the im- 
pertance of better sires, in order to 
secure more economical production of 
dairy products. Second, the price of 
dairy cattle during the past year has 
been such that many of our dairymen 
felt that they could well afford to 
purchase a good sire at the prevail- 
ing prices. Breeders of pure bred 


_ fairy cattle are to be congratulated 


on the help they have given the pure 
bred sire industry, through the rea- 
sonable prices now placed on dairy 
sires. Finally the railroads, Farm 
Bureau organizations, Breed Associa- 
tions and County Agricultural Agents 
have conducted better organized pro- 
grams dealing with the importance of 
the discontinued use of scrub and 


grade dairy sires. 


The efforts to decrease the number 
of scrub and grade dairy sires in 
Indiana has been productive of very 
good results; progress has been slow, 
but certain. Now that the movement 
has gained a definite momentum, it 
is to be hoped that the future will see 
even greater progress made in the 
removal of one of the dairy industry’s 
greatest drawback—the scrub sire.
